WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


Since the last report of the Water Commissioners only one 
new service pipe has been added to the system. But during the 
last year the water has been used at nearly all the service pipes 
and the income from water takers has been slightly more than 
in any previous year since the system was installed, The pres- 
ent winter and the previous one have been a severe test to the 
system to withstand the frost. Last winter the main pipe lead- 
ing to Long Hill was frozen for two months. During the past 
summer we endeavored to guard against a repetition of the 
trouble by having more grading done where the pipe crossed the 
road at the foot of the hill. At this writing this pipe is in good 
condition. But the main leading onto the ‘‘Plains,’’ so called, is 
frozen. Where trouble has occurred with the mains we have 
arranged with someone to furnish water to the patrons on those 
lines so as to inconvenience them as little as possible. 

. During the past year we have had the standpipe thoroughly 
scraped and painted with two coats of paint inside and the same 
outside, which should properly protect it for several years to 
come. The braces inside were gone over and thoroughly re- 
paired. A new service pipe was put in to replace the old one 
connecting with the public fountain in front of the town house. 
‘When taken out the old pipe was found to be nearly filled with 
a coating of rust. The other repairs made were of a minor 
nature. A sample of the town water has recently been analyzed 
at the State Laboratory of Hygiene and the usual favorable re- 
port has been returned. |

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The schools have been in session during the past year, 
twenty-four weeks, not so much as we would wish, but all that 
the appropriations for this purpose would allow. In addition we 
are having the usual winter term of the High school at the village. 

We have thought it best to continue the custom of allowing 
a small mileage to scholars who attend this school and who re- 
side a distance of one and one-fourth miles or more from the 
~Town hall. We are glad to note that several scholars have 
taken advantage of this allowance, thus pursuing the higher 
branches of study and fitting themselves for an academic course. 

Our teachers have labored faithfully to perform the duties 
assigned them and where criticism of their methods have been 
made, we believe, it emanates largely from those who have 
made no personal visits to the school room. 
| We wish to thank the parents for their interest manifested 
in school work during the year, for this encourages the pupils 
and is helpful to the teacher. - It was thought best to thoroughly 
clean and renovate the Gile, Freetown, Primary, Intermediate 
and High school rooms. This, necessarily, has made the ex- 
pense of the care of rooms larger than usual. | 

The Gove school house has been shingled and other minor 
repairs made where needed. There is still left an unexpended 
balance of repair money in the treasury.
